RURRENT  SERiAL. 


The  Chattanooga  Order  MINIMUM  uniform  producer  prices  per  cwt.  f.o.h.  pool  plants  for 
milk  testing  3-5 $ are:  Base  Milk  $4.4l,  Excess  Milk  $2.66.  The  hutterfat  differential 

is  7*2  cents  for  each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  above  or  below  3*5 $• 


During  April  73 *8$  of  the  total  producer  milk  was  priced  in  Class  I at  $4.82  per  cwt. 
with  a butterfat  differential  of  7-5  cents  and  26.2 $ priced  in  Class  II  at  $2-70  per 
cwt.  with  a butterfat  differential  of  6.7  cents.  The  percent  of  producer  skim  and 
butterfat  priced  in  Class  I was  74.2$  and  65.3 $ respectively.  Base  milk  was  90-0$ 
and  excess  milk  was  10.0 $ of  the  total  producer  deliveries.  All  excess  milk  and  17-9$ 
of  base  milk  was  priced  in  Class  II  and  82.1 $ of  base  milk  was  priced  in  Class  I. 

The  daily  average  deliveries  of  producer  milk  during  April  increased  20.8 $ compared 
with  March  and  increased  8.5 $ compared  with  April  1962.  The  daily  average  use  of 
Class  I milk  increased  9-0$  compared  with  March  and  increased  23 >4$  compared  with 
April  1962.  The  daily  average  base  delivered  was  95-1$  of  the  established  base. 


MILK  SAMPLES  TESTED  - Producer  Fresh  Samples  5 .>777  - Handler  Finished  Products  221. 
During  April  an  average  of  8.2  samples  per  producer  was  used  to  determine  butterfat 
content  and  pay  test.  Other  samples  were  used  by  the  plants  and  various  agencies  to 
determine  water,  bacteria,  antibiotics,  etc.
